keting Plan at Joint Session of 
Assembly Today. 

Frankfort. Ky., Jan. 9. — Announce- 
ment of committer by Speaker James 
H Thompson, and second reading of 
the Senate bill to authorize the forma- 
tion of tho Co-operative Burley Grow- 
ers' Marketing Association, were fea- 
tures of the House session today. The 
Blnghom measure passed by the Sen- 
ate last week, will become a law to- 
morrow, with Its pasEage by the 
Houes and signature by Governor Ed- 
win P. Morrow assured. Aaron Sapiro 
of California, marketing expert, will 
address a Joint session of the General 
Assembly, explaining the workings of 
the plan, some time during the day. 

In the Senate, rules of procedure 
were adopted. By a party vote of 19 
to 15 the recommendation of the 
Rules Committee, putting It in power 
for the final 20 days of the session, 
instead of 15, as In previous sessions, 
was adopted. _ 

Senator John A. Lee, of Owen coun- 
ty, who will Introduce the anti-betting 
bill tomorrow, objected to a change 
In the rules, whereby the words "or 
pecuniarily" were stricken out from 
the provision^ which is designed to 
prevent n member from voting on a 
measure In which he has a "personal 
or private" Interest. The additional 
word, "pecuniarily," is not in the con- 
stitution, for which heason the Rules 
Committee decided that it should not 
be in tho rules of the Senate, which, it 
contended, should not go beyond the 
language of the state constitution.

The D. L. & W. has been seeking estimates for the installation of 
electric motive power near Seranton. The work contemplated will 
cost between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000. The Erie is considering the 
celectrification of its lines in the hard-coal regions as a first Rtep 
toward further installation of electric power, extending from 
Horneell, N. Y., to New York City. If the plans of the Erie are car- 
ried out between New York City and Hornell, it will be the longest 
ttretch of electrified steam road in the country, and will shorten the 
distance between the two cities about fifty miles. The distance now 
is about 350 miles.

• Imperialistic and millttary govern- 
ments havo always favored a pension 
system. Governments of this char- 
acter furnish positions and sinecures 
to a large part of their population. 
The pension system has always been 
a concomitant of monarchial and im- 
perialistic governments. History is 
replete with examples ot highly cen- 
tralized government giving mounties 
and largesses and pensions to n great 
number of people. The monarchies in 
the past surrounded themselves with 
courtiers and lords and nobles and 
mllittary followers, all of whom fat- 
tened upon the people. Labor paid the 
burden o fthe tawdry and tinsel show 
of kings and monarchies, and bowed 
rescripts which wrung from the toll- 
ing masses enormous sums to meet 
the demands of pensioners who were 
the objects of kingly and Imperial 
favor. Those who tolled carried upon 
their backs a considerable proportion 
of the population of the state, who. 
though they did not toil, neither did 
they spin, yet were arrayed in glory 
and lived In affluence and luxury. 

"The civil pensions and military 
pensions and bounties and gifts from 
the Government find their origin in 
highly centralized and imperialistic 
states. They are not consistent with 
democracy and are not the products of 
democratic governments. Monarchial 
government seeks to build up a priv- 
iliged class, and the privileged class 
controls the Government, fills posi- 
tions of honor and trust and emolu- 
ment .directs the military establish- 
ments, and determines the policies of 
the state. 

"The pension lists of Louis XIV 
and Charles I., of despots and mon- 



arohs of the past, called for heavy 
burdens of taxation and Imposed con- 
ditions of servitude upon a large part 
of the population. We seem to be 
apOing the Imperialistic policies of the 
past By legislation we are providing 
privileged classes and granting bene- 
fits, special in character, to a portion 
of our population. Fiscal and revenue 
legislation hns been enacted in the In- 
terest of special classes. By legisla- 
tion we have sought to divide the peo- 
ple Into classes and to ccrent a class 
conscience and to divide the people 
Into sections and groups. 

"De denounce the maintenance of 
large standing armies, because It com- 
pels each taxpayer to carry a soldier 
upon his back, and yet we legislate In 
favor pensions and in favor of various 
Interests, as a result of which the 
farmer and the laborer— the ones who 
toll and dig and serve and build— are 
compelled to carry a pensioner, or one 
who profits by special legislation and 
by Government privilege. 

"A pension Bystem will follow a 
civil-service policy. The theory of our 
father of rotatlo nin oftice has been 
abandoned. Our officeholders in tho 
main are to be peraons who have a life 
tenture. Tho spirit of the Democratic 
theory of Government is becoming 
obsolete. Offices are not for the 
masses, tint for the favored few, who 
aro to bo protected by civil-service 
statutes. The operation of the civil- 
service law In the Federal Govern- 
ment, in my opinion, has not proven 
satisfactory."

Federal Highway Art Provides that 
Grade Crossings be Eliminated 
Where At AH Possible. 

Washington, Dc. C. — The grade 
crossing must go and they will be 
eliminated wherever possible on the 
roads of the Federal Aid Highway 
System, which will be built as a re- 
sult of the passage of the Federal 
Highway Act. When the roads which 
form tho primary or Intertsate system 
are constructed, no grade crossing 
will be allowed to remain that It Is at 
nil practicable to avoid. Every effort 
will be mode to make the roads of the 
| secondary system equally safe, but 
' In this case It Is recognized that elim- 
' inntlon may not bo practicable In all 
cases at this time. 

In mnklng this announcement the 
Bureau of Public Roads, United States 
Department of Agriculture, under 
whose supervision the fund It allotted 
! and construction Is undertaken, Is 
' putting Into effect a policy which It 
! has long advocated In principle, and 
' whose adoption It has urged with In- 
creasing effectiveness upon state 
'highway officials for somo'time past, 
i The policy Is meeting with hearty co- 
operation on the part of the states, 
and the American Association of State 
Highway Officials by resolution has 
pledged Its best efforts to cooperate 
to eliminate grade crossings on new 
' construction. 

In addition, the policy finds favor 
among the railroads, some of the lead- 
' Ing carriers already having lent 
I cheerful aid In avoiding the construc- 
tion. of more grade crossings. 
• Instead of grade crossings, there 
I w ill be constructed, wherever possible 
In tho future cither a bridge or an un- 
derpass where roadway and railway 
Intersect. Important ronds, which 
now cross and recross railroad lines 
at grades hereafter will be located en- 
tirely on one side of the railroad, even 
though to do 'so may increase the 
Coal of construction. State officials, 
, realizing tho need of eliminating the 
j grade crossings, have stated their de- 
side to cooperate with the department 
in carrying otu this plan. 

Whero crossings are unavoidable, or 
where local Interests Justify construc- 
tion of highways to cross railroad 
lines, the road will be so located as to 
pass over (lie track or under It. In 
most Instances of this sort the rail- 
roads bear one-half o fthe cost of 
building the bridge or underpass. 

The prlmo object of the depart- 
ment's policy to eliminate grade cross- 
ings on Federnl-aid roads Is the sav- 
ing of human lives. This policy prob- 
ably will involve Increased expense of 
construction In the case of some roads 
bft It Is believed this Is Justified by 
the saving of life. During the three 
years ending with 1920, according to 
the best records available to the de- 
partment, 3.636 lives were lOBt at 
grade crossings In tho I'nitcd States 
and 10,644 persons were Injured.

IS PROCLAIMED 

BY GOVERNOR 

Governor Morrow sets aside Period 
From January Thirties to February 
Twelfth for Health die. 
brnUon. 

Frankfort, Ky. — Health fortnight, 
from January 30 to February 12, was 
proclaimed recently by Governor Ed- J 
win P. Morrow. In his proclamation, 
Governor Morrow says that as 60 per 
cent, o fthe illness and 40 per cent, of 
the daths In Kentucky are due to pre- 
ventable causes, every man, woman 
and child In the state should consider 
it their duty to attend the Natioual 
Health Exposition In Louisville Fob- 
ruary 1 to 9. The exposition Is to be 
given under the direction of the 
I'nlted States Public Health Service, 
tbe State Board of Health and city and 
county health boards and during It, 
the United States Public Health Serv- 
ice will hold Its national institute In 
Louisville. 

The proclamation In full follows: 

Wherets, the National Health Expo- 
sition will be held at Louisville, Ky.. 
February 1-9. 1922, under the Joint 
auspices of the United States Public 
Health Service, Kentucky State Hoard 
of Health. Jefferson County Health 
Department, Health Department of 
the City of Louisville, National Health 
Exposition Association, the Louisville 
Women's City Club and various state 
and national organizations; and, 

Whereas, the purpose of this Expo- 
sition Is self education of all the pec 
pie through visual lesslns In the pre- 
vention of disease and the means to 
comfort and happiness; and, 

Whereas, this Exposition, occtipyln" 
sixty thousand square feet of floi r 
space, utilizing five thousand volun- 
teer participants In demonstration 
and activities, and displaying moie 
than two million dollars' worth of sci- 
entific equipment and commodities 
which promote the health and happ'- 
ness of the people, will be the greatest 
and most Instructive Exposition over 
witnessed In Kentucky; nnd, 

Whereas, reputable health authori- 
ties assure us 60 per cent of the Ill- 
ness and 40 per cent of the deaths In 
Kentucky are due to preventable 
causes, and this situation may be h 
a large measure relieved by defln'm 
individual interest in health matters 

Now, Therefore. I. Edwin P. Mor- 
row, as Governor of the great state of 
Kentucky, hereby designate the perlce" 
January 30th to February 12th, 192" 
ns Health Fortnight in Kentucky ni"' 
recommend the attendance of every 
citizen at this Exposition, February 
1-9, 1922, and at the conference, hold 
by the United States Public Health 
Service Institute commencing Jauusr; 
30th, 1922. 

And, I call upon every organizath n 
and every Individual in Kentucky to 
co-operate In this magnificent enter- 
prlso that It may yield extraordinary 
dividends In health, happiness, satis- 
faction In living, prevention of sorrow, 
prevention of pain, prevention of dis- 
content, and prevention of Industrial 
unrest.

—Necessary To Ufa 

Vltamlnea are known to be real 
things and indispensable parts of our 
daily food, yet no person has ever set 
eyes on one. 

Apparently, there has never been 
given a better definition of those mys- 
terious elements than given by a 
learned scclentist, who recently said: 

"Vltamlnes are to food what our 
souls are to our bodies. They are 
there. They do things. But we can not 
see them." 

Ever since creation man has been 
oatlng citamines, but didn't realize it 
until very recent years. The study of 
vltamlnes has become Important be- 
cause, through knowledge of them, 
many horrible diseases are being 
cured. 

Scientists agree that the Invisible 
vltamlnes supply a certain need of the 
body that Is necessnry to life Itself. 
Hut they disagree on Just what that 
need la. 

Many agreo that vltamlnes supply 
tho body with certain necessary chem- 
lonl units which the body Is unnblo to 
manufacture. Others regard them as 
stimulators, as thoy seem to exert a 
stimulating Inriuonro upon the varl- 



us activities of the body. Still others 
leva other opinions, and in the end 
h> general public regards all their 
henries as only Intelligent guess 

work. 

There are three kinds of vltamlnes. 
ill t-soluble A. Water-soluble B, and 
Vater-scluble C. 

A is found mainly in milk, butter 
at, eggs, spinach, carrots, sweet pota- 
oes, kidney fat. .cod-liver oil, yellow 
cm, and tomatoes. 
B is mostly confined to yeast, wheat 
germs, and milk. 

C Is confined mostly In citrous 
fruits, such ns oranges, limes and 
lemons, fresh cabbage, tomatoes, 
onions, green apples, lettuce, and 
leen pea*. This data, of course, la 
'mlted, as no full tables have been 
prepared up to ihe present time. 

Anyono whose regular diet contains 
I good balance of A, B and C vlta- 
•nlnes is said to be pretty sure of good 
Mealth. Only One or two of them Is not 
ufflclent. 

Lack of one of the three Is known to 
have produced scurvy, berl-bert, rick- 
ets, pcllagarn. and even blindness. 

Any persons who are not fortunate 
enough to have the advantage of an 
;ill-winter supply of garden and or- 
■hard fruits and vegetables ccntnlnlii" 
he proper vltamlnes. should remem- 
er that science has been able to offer 
vltamlnes In condensed form so that 
they may be easily eaten to supple- 
ment regular foods. 

WINTER AND SPRING 

BEST TIME TO FKI XE. 



Farmers may prune their fruit trees 
lately during any part of the poruiant 
season, except freezing weather, giv- 
ing preference to late winter and 
early spring, according to recom- 
mendations made by orchard special- 
sts at the College of Agriculture to 
Kentucky farmers who have inquired 
as to the best time to do this work. 
Young trees, which Vere planed In 
the fall, can be pruned best in the 
spring, the specialists say. 

"When old apple trees need thin- 
ning and heading back, it is advisable 
:o thin one year and head back the 
next. "H. R. Niswonger, orchard spe- 
cialist at the colelgc said. "All dead 
and diseased branches should be re- 
moved and burned the first year. In 
removing latorals, it is best to cut 
close to the main branch In order to 
eliminate stubs. It is a good practice 
to cover all large cuts with grafting 
way to prevent entrnnoe of disease." 
The pruning of this kind should 



consist in correcting crowded condi- 
tions of the lower part by removing 
small branches, especially those that 
contain old, worn out fruit spurs. 
Heavy prunning by cutting out large 
limbs encourages wood growth near 
the cut end the following season and 
reduces productoin the second year. 
The removal or large Imbs on ihe low- 
er part and In the center of the tree 
opens large holes which admit too 
l much sunlight. 

"Heading back the main limbs by 
cutting to a side branch which points 
down and out will tend to lower the 
tree top, and niak spraying and har- 
vesting of the fruit easier. Heading 
back by completely removing large 
upright branches is to be condemned 
because this treatment opens the top 
of the trees. 

"It is difficult to rejuvlnate old 
neglected peach trees satisfactorily, 
hut those which are healthy and vig- 
orous may be renewed by rather se- 
vere cutting back. The tall branches 
should be cut bock to laterals and 88 
much as three or four years of growth 
removed if necessary. Crowded lateral 
branches may be thinned and the cen- 
tral ones cut back to encourage re- 
newal of the bearing wood." 

KEEPING IT lit THE FAMILY. 

Owing to the slack times in New 
York City a man keeping a small re- 
tall store was forced to go out of bus- 
iness. His brother-in-law is a mem- 
ber of the prohibition forces cleaning 
u pthe big city. The merchant con- 
sulted with him on how he could make 
a living and what business he should 
go into. On the prohibition officer's 
advlco the merchant became a boot- 
legger and former customers, who 
would not buy from hlra once upon a 
time, keep him busy day and night 
filling orders. Where does he get tho 
goods to fill them with? Isn't that a 
foolish question when It was explicit- 
ly stated above that he went Into the 
boot-legging game on his brother-in- 
law's advice and said brother-in-law 
belongs to the department enforcing 
prohibition.

President of Irish Republic Is De- 
feated for Ke.Klectlon by 
Vote of Sixty to Fifty. 
Eight 

Dublin, Jan. 9. — Ireland tonight Is 
without a government of its own 

Eamon De Valera resigned from the 
presidency and the proposal for his 
re-election to that office, which in- 
cludes the office of premier, was de- 
feated in the Dail Eireann by n vote 
or 60 to 58. ' 

Mr. De Valera made it clear that 
all the members of the ministry 
whether they voted for or against the 
treaty, went out of office with him. 

Lest there should be any doubt. Wil 
llam Cosgrave, Minister of Local Gov- 
ernment, who he said was sending out 
letters daily from his department to 
Irish public bodies, asked If all that 
was to stop. De Valera replied that It 
must stop until the successors of the 
former Ministers were appointed. 

The vote on De Valera's re-election 
was doubtful until the figures were 
announced. The London delegates, 
who signed the treaty, were divided, 
four of them voting against IV V. - 
lera. and one, Robert C. Barton. In his 
favor. Mr. De Valera himself refrain- 
ed from voting, while Llam Rclstte, 
member for Cork City, when hiB name 
was called ,sald he would not take the 
responsibility for plunging Ireland 
into fratricidal strife. 

Cheering followed the announcement 
of the figures. Both Griffith and Col- 
lins were quick to pay tribute of ad- 
miration to Mr. De Valera, while the 
whole Assembly arose and applauded 
him. 

A noteworthy feature of Mr. De 
Valera's later statement was that talk 
Of fratirlclda lstrife was all nonsense, 
the Irish people would know hov.- to 
conduct themselves. 

GRIFFITH HEADS DAIL EIREANN, 

Dublin. Jan. 10. — Arthur CriiHth 
was elected president of the Dail 
Eireann today. 

The foreign minister under San'C-i 
De Valera will head a provisional gov- 
ernment to arrange for establishment 
of the Irish free state.
